1 . The information disclosure statement filed 22 March 2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each foreign patent; each publication 
or that portion which caused it to be listed; and ail other information or that portion which 
caused it to be listed.

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
nnaking and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for an indicator detachably attached to a sleeve via a 
fixture, does not reasonably provide enablement for an indicator detachably attached 
selectively to a base or a column. The specification does not enable any person skilled 
in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make or use 
the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The specification does not 
support a limitation that an indicator detachably attached selectively to a base or a 
column, wherein the sleeve is rotated toward the table for measuring a dimension of the 
workpiece when the grinding wheel is removed from the workpiece an the indicator is 
rotated away from the table for not interfering with the grinding wheel while grinding the 
workpiece. The drawings and specification show that the indicator Is attached to a 
sleeve via a fixture.
